Rabinau and Stacey, Wanted

The last two of the gang of four men whe 
participated in the murder of Mrs. Hattie 
Kaufmen in the street near her home at 
665 Roscoe street én Dec. 2 were taken into 
custody yesterday at Los Angeles, Cal. 
They are George Rabinau, known algo as 
“ Towhead,” and John Stacey. 


Rabinau Accuses Channell. 

Rabinau and Stacey were arrested in the 
afternoon. Within twenty minutes Rabi- 
nau hed made a statement declaring Rollin 
Channel] responsible for the crime but ad- 
mitting that he had slain Mrs. Kaufman 
with Channel¥s revolver, The statement, 
taken down by a stenographer and stven 
out by Capt. Flammer, follows: 

„Stacey, Boneham, and I were sitting in 
the Pickwick café en Cottage Grove avenue 
Saturday, Dec. 2. While we were at a table 
drinking Roll Channel came up and asked 
me if we wanted to make some money. 
He told me to ask Boneham to go with us. 
T did so and Bonebam said he would go. 
Boneham, Channell, and I and Stacey then 
went to Thirty-first street and South Park 
avenue, where we got into an automobdile.

That made four of us, and I don't know 
exactly what happened then; I was full of 
beer.

local associations, but can, through these, 
control the management of the branches 
of the national organisation. ! 


Can Guarantee Bank’s Paper. 

“The principal function of the local asso- 
ciations is to exercise the authority given to 
guarantee, upon application, the commercial! 
paper of individual banks which may be of- 
fered to the branches for rediscount, as pro- 
vided in section 27 of the pill. 

„The local association may, and in most 
cases would, require from the bank making 
the application satisfactory security for the 
guaranty. Local associations are author- 
ized in serious emergencies to guarantee the 
direct obligations of subscribing banks with 
adequate security, in accordance with the 
provisions of section 28 of the bill. A local 
association may decline to move the guaran- 
ties provided for under either of those geo- 

“Local associations may also, by vote 
of three-fourths of their board of directors 
and the approval of the National Reserve as- 
sociation, assume and exercise the powers 
and functions of a elearing house. 

They are required also to perform such 
services in facilitating domestic exchange= 
as, In the opinion of the National Reserve as- 
sociation, the public interests may require. 


Election of Local Officers. 
“The boards of directors of the district 
branches. not less than twelve in number, 
are elected in the following manner:

| “Its sources of authority are democratic

Limit* on Leagues Business, 

“This federation of banks is prohibited 
from doing a general banking business, and 
is strictly limited. Its functions are clearly 
defined. 

First, it holds tbhe cash reserves of the 
banks of the United States with provision 
for their use only for specific purposes. 

Second, it is granted the power to 
issue circulating notes, under strict gov- 
ernmental regulations. : 

Third, through the maintenance of ite 
own reserves and the character and ex- 
tent of Its resources, it is required to 
sustain the credit of the banks and of the 
country under all circumstances. 

“ All of its operations are confined to or 
are incidental or collateral. to these purposes, 
the only exception being the transaction of 
businese connected with it as the fiscal agent 
of the government of the United States. 


Support in Time of Peril. 

“In times of trouble it takes individua) 
banks from a condition of helpless isolation 
and dependence und places them in a position 
where their integrity and independence is 
assured. The reserve association furnishes 
to all banks an unfailing source of support 
in times of need. It does not revolutionize 
existing institutions, but affords the most 
effective agency for thelr protection. It is 
outside of and supplemental to the existing 
system, and not a competitor in any sense 
with existing banks. | 

In its ownership and domestic business, it 
is confined etrictly, as we have shown, to 
banke and the government. It provides for 
an equality of privileges and advantages to 
all banks, great and small, wherever located. 
Its dominating principle is co§peration, and 
vot centra zation : 

“tts örtahtas tlom is of & form and char- 
acter that will effectually prevent the control 
of its operations by political interests, local 
or national. 


Assets in Liquid Form. 

“ For obvious reasons the National Reserve 
association is required to keep its assets in 
liquid form end its rediscounts, discounts, 
and investments are confined to short time 
paper r government securities. 

„he National Reserve association is given 
power to protect its own reserves, in order 
that it may de able at all times to exercise 
its most important function—that of sustain- 
ing the commercial and public or. dit of the 
country. For the purpose of strengthening 
ites own reserve it may: 

„First, attract gold from other countries 
by an advance in its discount rate. 

„ Gecond, purchase and borrow gold and 
give security for its loans, including the 
hypothecation of government bonds; 

„ ‘Third, by ite transactions in foreign bills 
of exchange. Short-time foreigp bills have 
been found to be one of the most effective 
means of replenishing a gold supply and of 
preventing the exportation of gold at critical 
times. 

Present Bank Note Issue Wrong. 

“That our present system of bank note 
issues, based upon government bonds, Is de- 
fective and that a change in the manner and 
character of issues must take place at an 
early date is admitted on every hand. This 
change must take place in the near future 
from natural causes. as there are outstanding

Some Criticism Is Expected, 

“The system of note issue we propose will 
not meet the approval of those who believe 
that the government of the United States 
should retain to itself the right of note issue 
and should not accord this important privi- 
lege to banks. 

By the provisions of the bill all profits 
which may arise from note issues will be 
paid to the United States. While it may 
be contended that the issue of money of any 
kind is a distinctive function of sovereign 
power, the exercise of this authority directly 
by government has, as shown by the expzri- 
ence of the world, inevitably led to disas- 
trous results, 

We have provided for the ultimate se- 
curity of the notes through a pledge of bonds 
of the United States, gold, commercial pa- 
per, and the credit and assets of the National

“One of the most difficult problems with 
which the commission had to deal was the 
question of what provision should be made 
for the outstanding 2 per cent bonds owned 
by national banks held by the treasury as a 
basis for their ciroulating notes. The recent 
sales of the 8 per cent bonds issued for Pana- 
ma canal construction and the market price 
of these.securities establish the fact that 
the credit of the United States is now on a 8 
per cent basis. 

“If the credit of the country is te be 
maintained at this peoint, as it seems Ikely 
it may be, 2 per cent bonds, without the circu- 
lating privilege, would have a market value 
approximating 67, and any legislation pre- 
venting their further use as a basis for bank 
circulation would entail enormous losses 
upon the banks. 

„When we consider that the refunding act 
providing for the issue of these 2 per cent 
bonds practically compelled the banks to pur- 
chase them, it would be manifestly unfair 
for the United States to impose upon the 
banks the severe_losses which would follow 
their disuse for circulation purposes.

Year’s Total in Chicago Is Forty 
Per Cent of All. 


SEALED HOUSES BIG CAUSE. 


‘Pneumonia and Tuberculosis, Dirty 
Air Twins, Greatest Life Takers. 


Forty per cent of 32,672 persons who died 
in Chicago last year died from preventable 
diseases, according to the bulletin of the 
health department issued yesterday. In 
other words, 13.000 died needless deaths. 

The leading. cause of death, says the bul- 
letin, was pneumonia, a dirty air’ disease. 
Its victims numbered 4,930. Tuberculosis, 
another dirty air disease, claimed 8,726. 

The health department ie directing its ener- 
gies especially against diseases due to im- 
pure air and in tha connection it antici- 
pates an increase in the death rate for this 
month, because of the cold weather. The 
bulletin points out that cold air in itself does 
not cause pneumonia. The reason that mal 
ady is so prevalent in winter is that people 
keep themselves locked up in close reoms

IN SOCIAL WORLD 


Various Grades in Exclusive- 
ly Royal Prerogative 
Explained. 


STRICT FORM PREVAILS. 
Prince Adalbert of Prussia When 
in U. S. Must Be Treated as 
Man of His Rank.

While many newspaper and magazine | 


articles have been written to describe the 
various names and titles assumed by royal 
personages when they travel incognito, 1 
have not seen anything con the laws 
and regulations dealing with the matter. 
Nor can I recall anything that has appeared 
im print which might serve as a guide to the 
etiquette of the old world, in intercourse 
with the anointed of the Lord, when they 
make a pretense of not merely dropping their 
rank but even of concealing their identity. 
Whereas formerly people were content to 
remain at home, nowadays everybody, 


princes and princesses of the blood included, 


are afflicted with restlessness. Tt is a mal- 
ady which in the old world is asserted to be 
of United States origin. It leads its victims 
to travel, and inasmuch as American tour- 
ists are constantly running up against in- 
cognito royalty in Parisian hotels, at fhe

des fleurs at Nice, on the golf links of 
Cannes, where Russian grand dukes are 
as thick as thieves, on the toboggan slides 
of St. Moritz, on the Nile, 4nd when yacht- 
ing in the Mediterranean, or along the pic- 
turesque coasts of Sweden and Norway, it 
may be just as well to give here a few words 
on the subject. 


Prince Adalbert Is Ignored. 

This is all the more desirable since some un-

What seems to have annoyed and irritated 
Prince Adalbert more than anything else 
was the failure of some of his American ac- 
quaintances to dine with him because they 
were alresdv engaged to dine with one of 
their fair compatriots stuying at St. Moritz. 
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The Americans did not understand this. 
They did not realize that there 
tions of incognito.

. Kaiser Made Indignant, 
Thus in 1878, when I spent about à fort- 


was of the utmost importance that in view 
of the strained relations between Germany 
and France bis identity should not be known, 
the few Germans who recognized the then 
Prince Wiliam and made as if to accord 
him the signs of respect due to their future 
sovereign were either stopped by the stoniest 
and most indignant of stares or else were 
roundly denounced, especially if they ap- 
pened to be German officers, as damned 
asses for their pains, an apostrophe which 
usually left them in a state of comic, open 
mouthed stupefaction. I have the best of 
reasons for knowing that the French govern- 
ment was aware of Prince William's pres 
ence. But in their eyes he came ag Queen 
Victoria's grandson, not as the future kaiser, 
*but was under the eegis of Lorq Lyons rather 
than of Prince Hohenlohe, and did not go 
near the German embassy. Neither the 
press nor the public had any inkling of his 
‘visit, which, if discovered, might have led to 
unpleasantness. This was one of the cases 
of an incognito where royalty did not desire 
the recognition of ite rank, but, on the con- 
trary, resented it. 

Incognito is a prerogative of the reigning 
houses, and it is they alone who are per- 
mitted to make use thereof, at any rate, on 
the contient of Burope. Any one else 
adopting an incognito when traveling abroad 
is Hable to get into trouble with the authort- 
ties. In one word, his incognito is regarded 
and treated as an alias; as, therefore. con- 
trary to law and as prima facie evidence of 
criminal intent. 


Make Fun of Tourist in U. 8. 


Thus, the English Unionist newspapers 
make a good deal of fun of the practice re- 
cently adopted by the chancellor of the 
exchequer, Lioyd George, of adopting an 
assumed name when traveling about the 
United Kingdom in order to avoid attention 
on the part of local politicians.

When Prince Adalbert of Prusia comes over 
here, it will be not in the capacity ofa prince 
of the blood, but as an officer of the German 
navy, engaged in nava) duty, and so far as 
official honors are concerned, he will be here 
incognito. That is to say, he will not be 
recived in state, nor become a guest of the 
nation. But in secial intercourse in New 
York, Newport, Boston, Philadelphia, New 
Orleans, and other places on the Atlantic sea- 
board that he may visit, he will be treated as 
a royal personage, though incognito, in the 
matter of social intercourse. That is to say, 
at dances women and girls will be expected 
to throw over any other partner, if asked by 
the prince to give him any specified number 
on the program. Men and women will be re- 
quired by etiquette to request his permis- 
sion to present to him any of their friends 
or acquaintances, and to refrain from doing 
so without his sanction. Also to submit to 
him a list of the guests at any entertain- 
ment that they may organize in his honor; 
to cancel the invitations to people whom he 
does not wish to be of the party, and to add 
any names that he may suggest, even though 
the parties thus designated may be perfect 
strangers to the host and hostess of the 
occasion. The woman, moreover, will be 
expected to greet him with a slight down- 
ward plunge, which one can hardly dignify 
with the name of a curtsey, and the men

Also the 
referee shall ha ve power to stop or delay tem- 
porartiy,a race jn case of impending dis- 
aster. After the cars have been stopped they 
must line up at the pit under charge of the 
technical’ committee, and no work of any 
kind can be done on them. When a race ig 
so stopped, the time of interval between cars. 
and their order of stopping will be taken by 
the timers, and in restarting the same in- 
terval must elapse betwen the cars,

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Features of the 1912 Cars 


That Will Appeal to Women. 


MONG the features at the automobile 
' show in Madison Square garden, New 
York, Jan. 6 to 20, that will appeal to 
women especially are some of the con- 
veniences to be found on a number of 
new. 1912 models. Special heating apparatus 
connected with the motor’s exhaust, utilizing 
the hot vapor to heat the tonneau, adds great- 
ly to femjnine comfort; particularly for town 
use, when madam in evening attire has dif- 
ficulty in keeping her ankles warm. Some 
styles’ of radiators in the floors, with their 
heating surfaces flush with the floor boards 
so as not to be cumbersome and not to take 
up too much yoom, are indeed desirable. 

A dashboard heater is one of the latest fea- 
tures. It is a simple device, merely a register 
mounted in the dash, comaining slits through 
which warm. air blowing over the motor 
passes. Ite construction is such that the 
feet and limbe can be kept warm. A shutter 
reguiates the amount of heat required. 

One maker ie to show a hand warmer,“ 
not intended for use in limousines as much 
as for open cars. This consists of piping 
running to both front and rear of the car, the 
piping being asbestos inclosed and 80 con- 
trolied as not to burn or scorch gloves when 
hands are placed on the radiating section. 
Frequently kid gloves do not provide suffi- 
cient warmth on bitter cold days, and such a 
warming device without the nuisance of 
burning charcoal is highly satisfying. 

Another novelty that one maker will die- 
play ie an icewater reservoir with asbestos 


— — 


lined walls neatly inserted just back of the 
front seat. This hes a tiny ‘stop- 
cock which permits passengers to obtain 
water at any time, either as a beverage or 
for cleansing purposes, without stopping the 
car. Any one who has tver toured any dis- 
tance knows how unpleasant it is to get dust 
in one’s eye and endeavor to get it out with- 
out water. Indeed, water is most soothing to 
the eyes after motoring a long distance under 
any circumstances. The reservoir also can 
be und as an emergency water tank in case 
of the radiator springing a leak while on 
the road, and frequently could be the means 
of saving a motor from being ruined. 

A new ‘style of flower vase is being mar- 
keted for use in limousines, landaulets, or 
cars of the Berlin design, the receptacle 
being constructed .so as to hold water and 
keep the flowers fresh without permitting 
the water to splash and'siop. Of course 
there are numerous novelties in toilet sets. 

One feature in interior design which will 
be noticed at the garden is one which nu- 
merous makers have perfected after long 
years of experiment. It is the upholstering 
ot carte in leather or corduroy ‘of delicate 
colors that will de durable and not fade or 
become soiled by ordinary dust. Some fac- 
tories are turning. out some neat designs in 
waterproof slip covers for open cars for 
touring purposes. These are provided in 
various snappy colors that give the car e

The Chicago Motor club usually has trou- 
ble in its reliabilities in classifying the cars 
and often the entrant of a toy tonneau car 
wishes to put it in the touring car class, 
whereas the present rules call for its entry 
as @ roadster. Now there is an amendment 
up that will take the toy tonneau cars out 
of the roadster division and drop them ina 
class. by themzpives. Another reliability 
problem has to do with stock car contests 
and it is suggested that where dash adjust- 
ments and auxiliary air valves are stock 
equipment that the present rule, which is 
ambiguous, be clarified so as either to elim- 
inate them altogether or permit their use.

As à result ‘ot several serious accidents 
Caused by automobiles striking passengers 
alighting from street cars, the chamber of 
commerce of Atlanta requested the Touring 
Club of America to suggest some way to 
eliminate such accidents in the future 
through the enactment of proper traffic regu- 
lations. The provision in the Callan auto- 
mobile law of New York state, which pro- 
vides that “in approaching or passing a car 
of a street railway. which has been stopped 
to allow passengers to alighf\or embark, the 
operator of every motor vehicle shall slow 
down and if it be necessary for the safety of 
the public he shall bring said vehicle toa full 
stop, was recommended and substantially 
incorporated in the ordinance passed by the 
Atlanta council. 

While the new regulations adopted by the 
general council of Atlanta are not as far 
reaching as the Chicago ordinance, they are 
nevertheless, a step in the right difection.

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Jack White, 3 for Lightweight Honors. 


NLESS Jack White, Chicago's premier featherweight, 
is greatly mistaken, another Hebrew will rule the 
roost in that division of pugiliam when Abe Attel, 
who for years has held undisputed sway as cham- 
pion, is knocked from his high and lofty pedestal. 

Young White—he has just reached the age when he 
may take sufficient interest in the nation’s politics to cast 
a ballot—has been casting his eyes in the direction of 
Attel for many months, and there is a design tucked 
away in that round noodle of his that 
bide fair to be displeasing to clever Abe. 

White believes that setting that 
design into execution will make him 
featherweight champion of the world. 

“ Attel can’t last forever,“ is Jack's 
argument, and the Chicago boy figures 
that Abey’s time to “ shoot the chutes ” 
has nearly arrived. 

Just now the White family is cutting 
quite a figure in game of hit and 
get away. ere are three brothers, 
and all ot them are fighters, the others 
besides Jack being Charley and Joe, 
who fights under the nom de plume of 
“Young Wagner.” 

Lane his brother Jack, Charley 
ie a featherweight, although a couple 
of pounds heavier, while “Wagner” 
can make 116 for any ot them. 
Charley has been making huge strides 
in the game, and should Jack win 
the title he may find himself in the 
unique position of being challenged 
for the championship by his own 
brother. Up to the present time the two 
brothers have let each other severely 
alone in affairs de mitt,“ and a family 
scrap should result in « hot affray. 

Just what caused Jack White to 
adopt pugilism as a profession isn’t a 
mystery. When a kid not far along in 
*is teens he read the papers and scon became a hero 
worshiper,” like many other kids. Jack's particular hero” 
was Kid Herman, also a Chicagoan, who all but won 
the lightweight championship, that stumbling block to 
many another fighter, Joe Gans obstructing his path to 
the title. 

It happened that the White kid lived in the Ghetto 
district, not far from the abode of Herman, and so he 
became a stanch follower of the latter. He dreamed at

night of some day becoming a “big” fighter like Herman. 
Beginning at the start of things, Jack was born. in 
Liverpool, England, on May 256, 1890, and is a German 
Jew. When 4 years old his parents brought him to Canada, 
ccd after a short residence at Montreal the Whites moved 
on to, Chicago, and they have lived there ever since. 
Jack’s education was gained in a grammar school in the 
Ghetto district. It was there that he also gained 
an early education in how to use his maulies. He says now 
he had a fight nearly every day, and 
willingly confesses he didn’t win all oft 
them. 


After passing through the seventh 
grade Jack's school days ended and he 
became a newspaper carrier and more 
of a fighter, because he found the news- 
boys tougher game than those he had 
tackled in school His next step landed 
him in a wholesale clothing. house, 
where he became stock boy at 88 «4 
week. He was then 15 years old: He 
worked there nearly two years and 
licked nearly all the stock boys, the 
battles taking place in the basement of 
the establishment, the tools used being 
the bare Knuckles. 

Five dollars a week didn’t suit White, 
so he wandered into the gymnasium 
conducted. by Harry Gilmore, once 
Canadian champion lightweight. The 
astute Gilmore saw there was real stuff 
in the kid. All the time Jack was 
dreaming of the Kid Herman stunt, 
being. a big’’ fighter. So he kept at it 
and took lessons in boxing from Gil- 
more at night after having finished his 
day's work. 

Finally, one day Gilmore decided to 
dee just how good White would be under 

. fire, so he stacked him up against a 

husky Italiam chap named “ Young” 

Sylvester. Sylvester was heavier than White, but Jack 

showed he was game and held the Italian sven. That 

cinched the thing as far as Gilmore was concerned, for 
he knew the kid was a “comer.” 

Then came the first professional battle for the youngster, 
his opponent being another youngster, Earl Denning. It 
was fought at Lyons, III., no decision being permitted, but 
was an even thing. After this the bouts came thick and 
fast, and Jack proudly boasts his record speaks for itself.

He began his career 
on this side of the Atlantic at New Or- 
leans, meeting a man named O'Rourke. 
There was a bit of a riot, and Burke was 
handled rather savagely in a mixup. Dur- 
ing this raid Burke, striking out for his 
own protection, settled his adversary’s sec- 
ond in one blow, but he was lucky to escape 
with his life: He took to his heels, and find- 
ing a horse escaped. 0 

It is a wonder Burke ever left America. 


De was so well treated here. If he had been 


an Irishman in addition to having an Irish 
name perhaps he never would have left this 
country. He met no good in England on 
his return, being beaten by Bendigo, who 
had claimed the title. Like many other 
fighters, Burke died of tuberculosis when a 
young man of 86.

Burke was quite an ignorant man when he 
first started. He rowed a wherry on the 
Thames, in England, plying for hire. It 
may be entirely owing to meeting a fighter 
named Joe Parrish that he entered the 
prize ring. He was only id when he started, 
and fought one or two severe draw, follow- 
ing this up by meeting quite a string of big 
fellows, but more for honors than money.

Then came a tragic fight, when Burke met 
the Irish champion, Simon Byrne. Burke 
was nearly out, but an interruption came 
from Burke's friends. By biting and kick- 
ing him they got him on his feet when really 
he should have received the count. Later 
both men were out simultaneously, but they 
recovered. together, and got at it again, and 
Burke won.” It was thé longest bout ever 
fought for a championship, lasting three 
hours and sixteen minutes. It is hardly to be 
imagined, and as a. feat of endurance I 
should think it was almost without a par- 
allel.

If Burke’s friends had not interfered, 
Byrne's life might have been spared. He 
never recovered from the effects of the long 
battle, arid died a few days after. Burke 
was much upset, and, to his honor, collected 
a good sum for the widow. He was acquitted 
on a charge of manslaughter. The decision 
was that it might have been Byrne's er- 
tions, and not Burke’s punches, which caused 


the fatality. '

He maintains that there 
is no complete living without a knowledge 
of the principles of physiology. The essen- 
tial question of life is how to live: In what 
way to treat the body: in what way to treat 
the mind; in what way to manage our at- 
fairs; in what way to bring up a family; in 
what way to béhave as a citizen: in what 
way to utilize this source of happiness which 
nature supplies. 

* 
Unwise Eating Habits Worst. 

Ot all the unwise habits those which have 
to do with ting are the most numerous un- 
wise, and most disastrous—thelf ravages 
hardest to estimate. Men suffer constantly 
from minor ai:ments due to wrong ways of 
eating. These in time lead to general feeble- 
ness and complete breakdown. 

Spencer asks any one to leok about him 
and see how many men and women he can 
find in middle life who are thoroughly well. 
and how often do we see vigorous health 
continuing in old age. Rather hourly do we 
see examp ‘es of acute disorder, chronic all- 
ment, general debility, and premature de- 
crepitude due to rashness. indiscretions. and 
not knowing where in all common sense we 
should know. And Spencer again: Not 
to dwell] on the natural pain, the weariness, 
the gloom, the waste of time and money 
entailed, only consider how greatly il] health 
hinders the discharge of all duties—makes 
business often impossible, and always more 
dificult; produces an irritability fatal to the 
right management of children; puts the func- 
tion of citizenship out of the question, and 
makes amusement a bore.“ 

We eat for endurance. Out of a very wide 
acquaintance I have known but two or three 
people who realize this fact. One is a youth 
almost precociousiy wige in the matter of 
eating. He has phenomena! controk of his 
muscles and his endurance has been tested 
in a world event from which he came out 
champion. : 

It men aia not eat without hunger or drink 
without thirst and did not chew gum to set in 
motion digestive activities and then give 
them nothing to work upon—calling them out 
on taise alarms and wear) ing them to no pur- 
pose—the digestive system would be seidom 
out of order. But so profound is the igno- 
rance about these matters that the natural 
and trustworthy guides. the sensations, are 
not followed and so become depraved. 

If men would know some of the simplest of 
endurance tests and know what can be done 
with less food they should study the works 
of Prof Chittenden of Yale and that of his 
Gisciples, which is the latest and most con- 
vincing work in some ways done on the sub- 
ject of nutrition, despite the work done at 
the Pasteur laboratoriet and tn other parts of 
Burope. His series of tas and experiments 
are not only wonderfully ‘ilustrative of what 
can be done in increasing brain power and 
physical endurance by proper diets but is also 
illustrative of what a man of resolution and 
intelligence can do to inake himself a more 
effective social instrument. 

Space does not permit of even a bare outline 
of what Prof. Chittenden and his colleagues 
did, the results of Whi zb have all deen de- 
aecribed in his books. 
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Health Essential to Workers. 


Practical men and philosophers, workers - 


in every sphere, are pretty generally agreed 
that health is one of the prime essentials to 


effectiveness. Schopenhauer, who discusses 


human bappiness more for the reason that 
the lives of most men fall short of even a poor 
ideal than for any other. says: Health out- 
weighs all other blessings so much that one 
may really say that a healthy beggar is 
happier than an ailing king.“ Or again: 
“To secure and promote this feeling of 
cheerfulness should be the supreme aim of 
all our endeavors after happiness. Now, it 
is é¢ertain that nothing contributes so little 
to cheerfulness as riches. or 60 much, as 
health. . . . We should try as much as 
possible to maintain a high degree of health; 
for cheerfulness is the very flower of it.“ 
And again, this philosopher says:: Nine 
tenths of our happiness depends upon health 
alone. With healih everything le a source of 
pleasure; without it, nothing else, whatever 
it may be, is enjoyable: even the other per-

The Union Telegraph company was under- 
going a reorganization.

“ Is there a right and a wrong way to work 
buttonholes?”" 

There is. The first ttiing is to do the cut- 
ting the proper length. It the button is the 
flat kind, the buttonhole should measure the 
diameter of the button. If round or bell 
shaped, the slit should be once and a half 
the length of the butten. Care should be 
taken not to stretch it by holding over the 
finger, and in cutting try to follow a straight 
line. You should begin working at the end 
of the buttonhole farthest from the edge, and 
the stitches are taken from right to left. 
If the material ravels badly, overcast fret, 
doing this from the wrong side. 

The stitches should not be deep ones, but 
should be taken close together, one thread of 
the cloth usuajly being allowed between 
stitches. Begin working by sticking the 
needle through from the wrong side and 
holding the end of the thread under the left 
forpefinger—to be covered by the stitches 
which will be taken. Take the two threads 
at the eye end of the needle and bring them 
towards yoy at.the right side of the needle 
and under the point from you.

The rats 
and mice have to be tame, in order that 
they can be handled without danger of bit- 
ing, and for this reason white rats only are 
suitable. Every drop of vaccine issued by 
the health department is tested on the mice. 
If the vaccine is defective or tainted t 


immediately shows on the mouse and is re- 


jected. Mice are also used for discovering 
the germs of lockjaw. The germs are first 
developed in a cup of bouillon and a portion 
then injected into the mouse. 

In diphtheria cases the, guinea pigs are 
ipoctlated, and if the germs are virulent 
they kill the pigs in four days, bat the per- 
son afflicted with the disease can be saved, 
These little animals also furnish un abso 
lately certain fest for tuberculosis in cases 
where a microscopic examination may fall. 
In the examination for rabies the suspected 
dog’s brain is examined and a portion of it 
injected into a guinea pig. If rabies er- 
listed, the effect will be apparent in the 
guinea pig in a couple of days, - Measures 
are then taken to safeguard any person who 
may have been bitten by the 66% or other- 
wise brought into contact with the germe.

Methods of Handling V aried. 

There dre many different methods of 
handling germs, depending on what is being 
studied and what the class of germ is. Some 
are kept in test tubes with a cotton stopper, 
and under the proper conditions are fed and 
petted until they increase in the glass into 
spreading coloniés yisible to the naked eye. 
Others are placed in a special flat glass disk 
with an airtight cover and kept in a refrig- 
erator or warming oven—whichever gives the 


most favorable conditions—where they are 
allowed to grow in numbers. 

Diphtheria germs are sent in in little round 
metal boxes, which are kept under favorable 
conditions, and when they are opened are 


covered with a little whitish, visible film of 
germs. With a sharp pointed wire a spot of 


these abont half as big as the head of a pia 
is removed and examined on a slide under 
the microscope, This small space may con- 
tain from two to fifty mens of bacteria. 
And this is from a growth over only one 
night ! 

With other germs, where colonies have to 
be gtown before they can be studied, the 
germs are fed.- And this is the list of deli- 
cecies on whieh they feed: Blood serum, 
beef broth, gelatin, milk, peptone, physiologi- 
cal salt solutions, potato medium, humanized 
med‘um (blood); egg, agar-agar (a special 
semi-gélatinous substance in which germs 
grow rapidly), glycerin-agar. 

There ate five bacteriologists in the labora- 
tory, but Dr. F. O. Tonney is the man who 
enperintends the collecting of all the germs 
and directs the experimental and laboratory 
work.

Hot Drinking Water Is Tested. 

Besides the disease germ specimens sent 
into the laboratory, there are many gotten 
from other sources. For instance, in the wa- 
ter analysis room is a plant for getting germs 
from drinking water. Here water sent In 
from various sources is put to test. Little 
glass dishes with food or gelatin spread on 
thé surface are treated with the water and 
placed in a constant temperature refrigerator 
box. This box is fitted with cold water pipes 
and a. couple of electric lights. If the box 
gets too cool the lights:turn on aud warm it, 
and if the weather is hot the lights turn of 
and the water pipes keep the box cool. 

Leaving the glass boxes here over night, 
by the mofning the colonies of germs can be 
plainly seen. 

A thousand boxes of diphtheria germs a 
day! Dach box white on the inside with 
diphtheria bacilli, only a scratch with the 
point of a pin being removed for examina- 
tion, and in that serateh millions!
